The body with six bullets in the 
head was found on a lonely road at 
the outskirts of the city six days ago 
Father DeLorme is also adm inistrator 
of the estate of the m urdered youth 
the estate yielding an annual income 
of $10,000. 
Father DeLorme was arrested in the 
coroner’s court, following the verdict 
of m urder brought by the jury. 
The 
whole story reads like fiction. 
The priest has been accused of in­ 
fluencing the trend of his half-broth­ 
e r’s life for years. 
Raoul was spend­ 
ing his Christm as vacation with the 
priest when he w as slain. 
December 25 he said he was going 
out with a party of good people. Next

Up in our neighboring county of j 
Cass, the farming and business in - j 
terests, with characteristic enterprise I 
and public spirit, have united in a j 
movement fostered by the University | 
of Minnesota and Che Minnesota Farm J 
Bureau Federation to clear up cut- j 
over lands for purposes of crop pro- j 
duetion. It is said that in the last live 
years the rate of clearing in Cass 
county has been an average of only 
1.3 acres a farm yearly, and at this 
rate it is estimated that it would take j 
551 years to clear tip the remainder of 
the cut-over land in tho county. This 
was entirely too slow to suit the stur­ 
dy pioneers of Cass county, so they 
decided to start something. Last year 
Beltrami and Itasca counties multi­ 
plied their 
laml-ejearing operations 
live or six times, and the Cass county 
men purpose to do as well or better 
in 1922. 
At a meeting held at Walker re­ 
cently, which was attended by 200 
farmers and business^ men represent­ 
ing all parts of the county, a land- 
clearing association 
was 
organized. 
Plans were made for subsequent meet­ 
ings throughout the county to be ad­ 
dressed by representatives of the land- 
clearing ^section of the University, the 
county Farm Bureau, and the State 
Forestry 
department. 
Fanners 
and 
business men will work together at 
these meetings in planning attacks 
on the land-clearing problems of each 
community.

operations

north.

The probability of a general strike 
in the country’s coal industry April 
1st, warning of which was given by 
Secretary Hoover recently, is being se­ 
riously considered and plans are be­ 
ing made to meet such an emergency. 
The national agreements covering the 
wages and working conditions of min­ 
ers expire April I, and the stage ap­ 
pears to be set for a strike in the 
bituminous coal fields about tile last 
of March. 
it would appear to the ordinary ob­ 
server, however, that the men who 
quit work April I will be taking a for­ 
lorn chance. The beginning of spring 
is a season for dull business in the 
coal industry. 
The miners are not 
then as a rule working a full force 
on full time, and in many instances 
any condition which presents to the 
owners a fair opportunity for closing 
down will be 
taken 
advantage 
of. 
While this situation is the usual ac ­ 
companiment of the returning spring 
season, it is particularly apparent in 
the present year, 
which 
has 
been 
marked by slowing tip of fall sales to 
an unparalleled extent. The striking 
miners may be able to improve their 
relations with the mine owners, but 
the strong probability is that they will 
be worse off after the strike ends.
